footage on Oswala ("W-ch I have had for a while and am having stilla made from), 
Sciambra noted what I had missed, what a Mrs. John. Tarsikes in San Antonio, 
noted the day of ths assassination.

: “W have more and have located still more. It is also being checked out for t» 
locally.

The Becond time 1 did this (the office "lost” the first tape - 
and Boxley was with me when 1 did it!^ Sciambra was along. Thati tape is not lost. 
-30, there is still much work to be done, hut now there is no time. I do not 
know when I’ll be going there. The office will have to spend most of its time 
doing the legal work and preparing whet it has in hand. There can now be little 
new investigation, though I’ll do what I can. I hear from Sciambra regularly, by 
phone, “y best guess is that I’ll be going about 1/15, a week before the trial 
begins, Ot is supposed to. 



n the event I forgot it, as I did above, Joel Calmer was part of 
the^ Department of disinformation operation, very much so. After he called one 
of im's apparent witnesses one of the assassins, I can hardly understand how 
anyone ever again trusted him. But he was so trusted, he had copies of office 
data the oflice didn’t have!
